Mr. Blomeyer and Mr 
Homer answered to roll-call.

minutes was spent in trying to catch 
Mr. Dice by telephone, but they were 
unsuccessful. 


Minutes of last evening were read 


and 'approved. 
The salary of the 


clerk for the ensuing year was placed 
at S60 per month. The schedule of 
$793.64 was allowed. 


On motion of Mr. Blomeyer, Mr. 


Frank Varner and Mr. Ph. Eeeg ap- 
peared before the board In behalf of 
the brick-layers and contractors, ask 
ing for a reduction in the price o 
water for building purposes. 
Mr 


Varner explained to the board that 
the charges for water were greater 
than in any other city. The rule her 
has been to charge on an average o 
ten cents per thousand brick laid 
Ashland, Ky., rates were five cent 
per barrel of lime; (one barrel of lime 
will lay aboub 1,800 brick) Iron ton 
• 


seven cents per thousand; Dayton, 
eight cents per thousand. The brick- 
layers were willing to accept of the 
Dayton schedule, which included a 
proviso that should the contract re- 
quire a certain number oE brick the 
price should be less.

At a previous meeting Engineei 


Hull was requested to correspond 
with boiler manufacturers, with a 
iew to purchasing a new boiler. Sev 
?arl communications were receivec 
ind a representative of the Sterling 
Boiler Co., of Cincinnati, was present 
The bid of the Portsmouth Stnictura 
Steel and Iron Co. was the lowest 
Some question arose as to whethe: 
•he cheapest was the best. Althougl 
here was a difference of several him 
dred dollars in the price, M£. Homer 
avored using the boiler that woulc 
do the work for the least money. Th 
Sterling people were anxious to have 
ill or a part of the board come tc 
,heir works and make a thorough in 
vestigation of the boilers and attach 
ments before deciding the matter 
The matter was deferred to a late 
meeting, and at this point it was1 
agreed that when they adjourned it 
would be to meet this afternoon at 
2:30 
o'clock.

tion to light the works by electricity.

Mr. Honker called attenton to the 


fact that about one year ago he very 
thoroughly advocated the relaying of 
mains on certain streets with larger 
pipe. At that, time "his proposition 
was voted down. The ^main leading 
to the lower mill is only four inches, 
when it ought.to be_ ten inches, and 
this was responsible'to a certain ex- 
tent for the loss of the mill last even- 
ing.

President Homer thought this a 
ood suggestion, and thereupon called 


the secretary, superintendent and 
engineer to present themselves be- 
ore him at once, and these duties 
vould be defined.

Portsmouth is now on record w ith 


ibe biggest fire in its history. 


The Burgess Steel and Iron works, 


one of the largest and finest plants of 
its kind in the country, is a mass of 
charred ruins. 
; Yesterday the monster plant stood 
out on the'bank at lower Fourth 
street, over-looking the Soiotp river 
and Scioto valley, a monument to 
progress, capital and labor. 
With 


black smoke rolling from, every stack 
and flashes of red from every furnace, 
giving employment to hundreds o£ 
men, tbe mill looked majestic anfi 
grand. Today the huge stacks dented 
und wrecked, the furnaces crumbled 


• and ruined, just peeping from the de- 
.hrisi knd tVie sons of toil out or. era- 
•plpymentvteH,the story of. the fright-

It was; 6::25• o'clock exactly yester- 


day evening when the .alarm of fire 
that announced the burning of the 
mill came in. 
It was from box 10 of 


the little fire alarm system and 
worked like a charm.. The West Sev- 
enth street fire department responded 
quickly. They arrived in three min- 
utes after the sounding of the alarm 
and had two lines of/'hose laid and 
were throwing water in two minutes 
after arrival. • Chief Williamson, see- 
ing the immensity 
of the fire, 


•promptly sent in a second alarm that 
brought the East End department to 
iihe scene. 
They soon had their lines 


of iiose laid and were throwing water 
aa the burning structure. 
An effort 


was made to throw water from the 
Third street water works plug, which 
failed. This line of hose was.then at- 
tached to the Second street plug and 
a stream 
of- water secured hardly 


sufficient to put out a lire in a stove. 


The fire broke out in the Blooming 


mill department, or what is known as 
the-"Little mill. It caught in the roof 
from, and near one of tlie Blooming 
DMM stacks. Three roofs gable at this 
point,Cleaving a small open space. 
The fire catching at the edge of one 
$£ these roofs I'ornid a draft that gave 
flit? tire a start impossible to check. 
The spark that did the awful work of 
destruction came from the Little mill 
engine. Workmen employed in fchis 
department first observed 
the 
fire 


when it was no larger than a man's 
Hand. Seizing buckets of water they 
started to put it out, but it spread 
with such rapidity that they were 
forced back. 
The building being 


exposed constantly day and night to 
heat of furnace and engine was as dry 
as powder and quicker than it takes 
to write it, in a twiakling almost, it 
was enveloped in flames. Huge clouds 
of smoke rolled over the city and 
the angry flames shot out as sheets of 
lire licking up whatever crossed their 
course. 


The people in the neighborhod of 


Che burning plant became greatly ex- 
oitccl, especially the wives of-fche men 
who are thrown out of employment. 
One lady, Mrs. John Brennan, resid- 
ing on West Second street, near Mad- 
ison, fainted and was with difficulty 
revived. The excitement was not 
only confined to the lower end of the 
city. It spread from one end to the 
other. It seemed that all Portsmouth 
was on the ground. Every sidewalk 
was-lined with hurrying pepple. The 
streets were lively with horses and 
buggies and bicycles and the street 
cars brought load after load. 


The escaping steam from the boil- 


ers and the falling stacks and up- 
rights made the evening air hideous. 
The frightful din kept many from 
venturing too nca1\ 


The fire department, under Chief 


Williamson, worked faithfully and as 
well as they could under the circum- 
stances. It was clear to the chief on 
-irrival at the tire that he could not 
iave the plant. 
All that lie could do 


,vas to prevent its ->prcad and save 
adjoining property. Scarcely an on- 
looker but what thought even this 
•would be impossible, so desperately 
jhe fire was raging. Ugly sparks flew 
.tbotit and the heat thrown out was 
exceedingly intense. The residences 
and stores on Second street, the iine 
of cottages and tenements up Third, 


, 'seven cars of coal on the B. & O. S.- 


W. railroad siding, and the wareroom 
and office of the mill were in grave 


danger. Fears were entertained that 
the gas tanks of the gas sverks, a half 
square away, might explode. 


As stated, the alarm was sounded 


at 6:25. At'seven o'clock, a half 
hour's time, ",tlie entire '- mill 
totally destroyed. The roofs 
caved in, the stacks had fallen 
all that was left was white-heat 
and steel and a burning mass of.wood. 
At 7:30 o'clock the fire laddies had 
the lire under' control. They :had 
saved the seven car loads of coal, 
the 
big 
wareroom, 
the 
mill's 


office and the property on Second and 
Third streets which was in such grave 
danger. 
The work they" did is• to be 


commended. They did well.' True 
they could'have done tester had they 
had better equipments aud tools to 
work with. For this they are not to 
blame. It rests with the city council 
and the water works trustees. 


The Silshy steam fire engine of the 


West SeventLfstreet department broke 
down soon after the fire was prac- 
tically out. 
This was fortunate in- 


deed.. A drop flue burned out and 
bursted. Some time ago at a fire tbis 
engine pumped considerable sand. It 
lodged in the bottom of these flues 
and caked. This caused the break 
down last night. Another thing, her 
pumps are not in the best of'shape. 
She needs repairing. 
Captain Jake 


Brooker, her engineer, has been tell- 
ing the city dads of this and almost 
begging them to have the necessary 
repairs ordered. So has Chief Wil- 
liamson. They heed not, and "by 
their damnable stubbornness 
and 


economy," as a member of the fire 
department puts it, "paves the way 
to such calamities as ,the fire of last 
evening, which could not be put out 
for the lack of men and proper, fire 
fighting equipments."

The Ahrens engine of the East End 


house did not work so well. She 
choked 
up 
frequently. 
And 'the 


water works. 
What a farce! 
It 


couldn't throw a stream fifteen feet. 
The mains, full of sand, gave it-up 
to the plugs and hose and it spurted 
from the nozzles almost as mud. Said 
a prominent citizen: "What more 
can you expect? Look at a couple of 
the board of water works trustees— 
John Dice, who knows something 
about horses and donkeys and bug- 
gies, but nothing about machinery; 
J. C. Homer knows more about the 
old wood burning locomotive than he 
does about up-to-date engines and 
machines. Why, the water works is 
having more trouble now than ever 
in its history, and look at the money 
expended in the few 'years just 'past 
to improve it. Neal Molster was re- 
moved as engineer to make room for 
a man who carried Clay township for 
co.nmitteeman for P. S. Clark and 
the gang. It would take at least 
$10,000 to put the water works back 
where it was when Mr. Molster left. 
He was a good man and generally 
gave some pressure when there was a 
fire, sand or no sand." 


Chief .Wiliamson had a detail of 


men working and throwing water all 
through the night. Today the de- 
bris is burning slightly. 
This morn- 


ing seven carloads of coal on the B. 
& O. S-W. railroad siding, which 
runs 'round the mill along the Scioto 
river bank, Broke .out in ilaraes. 
It 


did n^t take long to quench them. 
Last evening theB. & O. S-W. -freight 
yard crew, with their switch engine, 
while the fire was fiercely' raging, 
bravely backed into the mill yard and 
saved a number of cars. 


There were all sorts of false rumors 


afloat after the fire broke out. 
One 


was that the cmpfoycs of the mill had 
struck for higher wages at 6 o'clock 
and that the plant had been set on 
fire by one of the strikers as a means 
of playing even. Another was -that 
the mill was turning out a big gov-

was fired by a Spanish spy. 


There were also rumors of acci- 


dents and loas of life. 
No lives were 


lost. True over two hundred men 
were at work when the fire broke out, 
but all escaped 
without 
injury. 


Frank Vincent, cue of the trusted 
'employes of the 
mill office, while 


carrying hose during the tire, was 
struck on the hand by a falling -steel 
)late, frightfully gashing his right 
land. 
Had it. hit his head it would 


,iave killed him. 


What might have been a serious ac- 


cident occurred at. the corner of Third 
and Court streets during the fire. 
Two brothers, Charles and Joseph 
Bard, were driving down Third street 
rapidly. When near Court street- the 
eighoeen-month-old child 
of 
Mrs. 


Anna C. Fay ran 
into the street 


directly in front of the approaching 
iiorse and so near it that it was im- 
possible to avoid running over the 
child. The wheel passed over its 
neck and side. It lay in the dujt ap- 
parently dead. Those nearby carried 
it into the house and Dr. Theo. F. 
Davidson was called. 
The-child sopn 


revived and did not seem to be seri- 
ously injured. 
The gentlemen who 


were in the buggy stopped and did 
everything they could for the relief 
of the child. It was an unavoidable 
accident. 


This morning a Times reporter 


called on Mr. Levi D. York, the 
owner and manager of the burned 
plant. 
He was busy overseeing a 


)and of his employes who are endeav- 
oring to remove from the large steel 
'urnaces two heats of steel that wore 
n when the fire occured. This will 
je ,\ big saving if they succeed. 


Mr. York greeted the reporter cor- 


lially. His coolness under the cir- 
cumstances 
was 
remarkable 
and 


strikingly noticeable. Much a blow to 
most men would have completely 
unnerved them. With Mr. York it i's 
different. 
He does not grieve or 


worry over his own loss. It is of his 
men, 
his faithful employes, he thinks. 


He reali/es the loss to them—thrown, 
out of employment without a mo-1 


merit's warning, and most of them 
with large families to care for aud 
support: 


Mr. York estimates his loss to 


buildings, furnaces and machinery at 
$250,000. 
Counting contracts and 


orders the loss runs up to $500,000. 
The insurance is only $125,000. This 
is in forty-six companies, represented 
by local agents as follows: John' 1C. 
Duke. 850,000: W. A. McFarlin, $32,- 
000; 
Edgar F. Draper, $13,000; Miller 


& Gist, $10,000; P. S. Clark, -$10,000. 
The insurance cost Mr. York SI.75 
per'$100, or 82,000 a year. 
The 


above local agents have wired their 
companies and adjusters will be sent 
at once. Mr. York says he don't care 
to talk about rebuilding until after 
the adjusters finish their labors and 
he is paid 
the insurance. 
It is 


understood though that he will re- 
build at once and put up a structure 
of solid steel, or, in other words, a 
plant perfectly fire proof. 


Today finds the employes of the 


Burgess huddled in groups about the 
mitt's. Their sympathy goes out to 
their employer ;and they are doing 
what they can to assist'him. 


Nearly five hundred 
men 
are 


thrown out of employment.- The last 
pay-roll had four hundred and fifty 
employes and the amount paid them 
was $8,000 for two weeks' work. 
At 
times 
between six 
hundred 


and seven 
hundred 
men are em- 


ployed. At present the mill 
was 


running night and day and the night 
turn had just gone on when the fire 
alarm souadecl. 


Before quitting the subject it will 


be in order to state that Chief Wil- 
liamson called on the water works 
people Monday of last week and called 
their attention to the condition of 
the water works plugs near^the Bur- 
gess Steel and Iron works. 
He told 


them they wree choked with sand and 
that the "mains were filled with it; 
that if they didn't look out there 
would be a fire down there and the 
department would be helpless. 
The 


water works crew paid no attention 
until Friday when Frank Vincent re- 
minded them of the condition of the 
plugs. The water works street force 
then opened the plugs, did a half-way 
job of it, and closed them up again. 


Captain Adam Buch, superintend- 


ent of the Portsmouth 
Structural 


Steel and Iron Co., says he fears the 
fire will compel tbe closing down of 
their plant. They have four contracts 
for jails—Kenton, N. Y., '87,000: 
Barret, Texas, 34,000; Dalton, Ga., 
83,500, and Windom, Minn., 83,000— 
which call for York steel, made only 
by the Burgees. An effort will be 
made to have this clause in the con-

The Spanish batteries defend- 
ing the entrance to the harbor 
here were engaged 
by the 


American fleet Monday morn- 
ing and, after a three-hours' 
bombardment, all the forts were. 
silenced, several earthworks 
destroyed and the Estrella and 
Carvo batteries, the two princi- 
pal fortifications, rendered ab- 
solutely useless. 


The fleet formed in double column, 


six miles off Morro castle, at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, and steamed slowly 
3,000 yards off shore, the 
Brooklyn 


leading, followed by the Marblehead, 
Texas and Massachusetts, and turned 
•westward. 


The second line, the New York lead- 


with the New Orleans, Yankee, 


Iowa and Oregon .following, turned 
eastward. The Vixen and 
Suwanea 


were far out on the left flank watching 
the riflemen on shore. 
The Dolphin 


and Porter did similar duty on the 
right flank. 


The line headed by^the New York 


attacked the new earthworks near Mor- 
ro castle. The Brooklyn column took 
up a station opposite the Estrella and 
Catalina batteries and the new earth- 
works along the shore. 


Tlie Spanish batteries remained si- 


lent. It is doubtful whether the Span- 
iards were, able to determine the char- 
acter of the movement owing to the 
dense fog and heavy rain.

They were allowed to come within 300 
yards when a fusillade from the Olym- 
pia sent one to. the bottom with all 
on board and riddled the-other. The 
second boat was later found turned 
upon the beach covered with blood. 


In the second fight the Baltimore was 


sent to silence the fort-at Cavite. She 
plunged into a cloud1 of smoke and 
opened all her batteries on the forti- 
fications. In a few minutes a shell 
struck in the ammunition and the fort
